Mr Blair signalled that “safety and securi- 
ty” will be key to his re-election campaign.

I think that is quite 
despicable, but it is a desperate 
Government.” 

But Mr Blair said: “The 
threats faced by this country 
and every other major country 
are real.” 

Streets near Parliament were 
shut amid unprecedented secu- 
rity as the Queen addressed 
both Houses in the Lords.

— written by ministers — was 
Home Secretary David 
Blunkett’s plans for ID Cards. 

Other new measures included 
a British version of the FBI 
and purges on drug dealers, 
binge drinkers, paedophiles 
and people smugglers.

Brits means babies in the UK are at the 
biggest risk of all, said Susan Fleisher of 
the National Organisation for Foetal 
Alcohol Syndrome — set up to combat 
drink-related infant illness. 

“Tt seems no coincidence that as women 
are drinking more, there are more children 
with behavioural, learning and physical 
problems,” she said. 

Studies have suggested that one in 100 UK 
babies could be suffering brain problems

Horror of filthy family kept in squalor 


AN evil mum and dad 
were each jailed for 
seven years yesterday for 
starving their five kids 
while they lived in luxury. 

Two twin boys aged 18 months 
were at the point of death, weigh- 
ing just 4 kg (91b) each — 40% of 
the normal weight. 

Instead of feeding their children 
Sarah Whittaker and David Askew, 
both 24, blew their cash on a giant 
satellite TV, two DVD players, a com- 
puter, PlayStation, video recorder 
and dozens of films and games for 
their own neatly-kept lounge. 


They spent their time boozing and 
lying in bed. 

Meanwhile the kids — the twins, 
two girls aged four and eight and a 
boy of three - lived in “Third World” 
squalor in the rest of the three- 
bedroom terrace in Wincobank, 
Sheffield. 

Stunned Det Insp Steve 
Williams, who was called to the 
house, said: “I never thought I 
would ever see children in that 
condition in this country. 

“It is something you would 
imagine in Ethiopia - not in 
Sheffield. What we saw beggars 
belief. The house was appalling. 

“There was human excrement 
everywhere — complete and utter 
filth. 

“The mother and father were 
not undernourished. Their living 
room was quite nice, but where

A hospital consultant said he’d not 
seen a case of malnutrition like the 
boys in the developed world. 

The twins could have died if the 
eldest girl had not acted as “mother” 
and raised their plight, Sheffield 
Crown Court was told. 

Whittaker and Askew, who had 
been lovers since they were 15, 
admitted five charges of cruelty. 

Jailing them, Judge Alan Goldsack 
QC told the pair people would fail to 
understand how anyone could allow 
children to suffer in such a way. 

“How in the 21st century can chil- 
dren slip through the net in the way 
yours did?” he asked. 

“Behind the closed doors of your 
home your children were slowly 
being starved to death.” 

Prosecutor Andrew Hatton said 
police found that “cruelty and 


neglect” towards the children was 
“sustained and protracted”. 

The couple’s previous home was 
covered in excrement and there was 
an overpowering stench of urine 
which took a month to clean up. 

After the twins were born the 
couple moved into the terrace. 

Although a health visitor could 
find nothing wrong during a visit 
earlier this year, by the early sum- 
mer the grim picture was emerging. 


Drunk 


Whittaker’s mum, who was baby- 
sitting while the couple went to a 
concert, found the twins, who looked 
thin, were in filthy babygrows and 
were wallowing in a dirty bedroom 
on a urine-soaked mattress with dog 
excrement strewn around. 

Whittaker blamed her depression, 
but relatives later found the twins 
huddled together in their cot in even 
filthier conditions. Then a neigh- 
bour discovered the twins 
motionless in the bedroom with 
both parents drunk. 

Tina Dempster, for Askew, told 
the court matters had got out of 
control and he admitted doing lit- 
tle to assist with the children. 

Amanda Denton, for Whittaker, 
said she made desperate attempts 
to involve Askew in family life 
but she could not cope. 

In the end she just lay in bed 
failing to act as a mother. 

But while the parents spent last 
night in prison, their five 
children were in foster care — all 
making a good recovery in their
